FORESTRY aay 
DISCUSS FIRES WITH 
BOARD SUPERVISORS 


K. P. Birchfield, Otto Finane 
and Glenn Purvis of the Mississip- 
pi Forestry Commission met with 
the Hancock County Board of Su- 
pervisors at a recent meeting. 

A number of cases involving 
fires on school lands were discus- 
sed. 

The Board decided that Missis- 
sippi State fire laws be enforced 
in cooperation with the Mississippi 
Forestry Commission. 

The board further ordered that 
lessees of all section lang be ad- 
vised of their rights and obliga- 
tions as a lessee of said land. The 
group is of the opinion that action 
is necessary due to the large num- 
bers of planted seedlings and 
young reproduction. 

Mr. Purvis said the Hancock 
County Board of Supervisors has 
taken the lead in planting trees 
on school lands. 

The Forestry Commission plant- 
ed one and one-half million seed- 
lings on their 16 section lands the 
past year and in previous years 
one-half million trees were planted. 


The board, he added, was able to| — 


qualify for 50 percent federal re- 
imbursement on their work. The 
board stated these trees belong to 
the school children of Hancock 
County and they urged each citi- 
zen to help protect them. 

Purvis reported the Forestry 
Commission crews and other crews 
suppressed 21 forest fires on Mar.

403 colleges in the current acade- 
mic year. 

The test scores of students who 
take the examination in March will 
be reported to their schools be- 
fore May 15. 

Some 13,000 Semifinalists, the 
highest scorers in each state, will 
be named early next fall. 

Each semifinalist is required to 
take a second examination and 
those who repeat their high per- 
formance will become finalists in 
the Merit Program. Winners are 
then selected from the finalist 
group on the basis of school re- 
cords and recommendations, test 
scores, extra curricular activities, 
leadership ability, and accomplish- 
ments outside the classroom.

8. Dividends received from a cor- 
poration to the extent that such 
dividends have been taxed as divi- 
dends. 

There are a few items which 
have caused some taxpayers dif- 
ficulty. One is “Proceeds which 


CLAM SHELLS 


represent return of premiums paid 
on a policy by the insured”. This 
means, if an individual purchases 
an annuity or a life insurance con- 
tract, upon its maturity or surren- 
der any sums received in excess 
of the amounts paid are to be in- 
cluded in gross income. The sums 
paid as premiums are to be ex. 
cluded from gross income. 

Item Number 4 above clearly 
indicates that interest received up- 
on the obligations of any state 
other than Mississippi, or any gov- 
ernment of any country other than 
the United States, should be in- 
cluded in gross income. 

Item Number 8 above is limited 
in its application, ang was intro- 
duced to serve the ends of equity. 
It means that income shall not be 
taxed as dividend income the sec- 
ond ‘time for Mississippi income 


Lae purposes. All dividends are 


taxable, unless the corporation 
paying such dividends has includ- 
ed in the measure of its income 
tax liability, dividends paid out of 
dividend income which is already 
been subjected to a Mississippi in- 
come tax. 

Because of the greatly increased 
exemptions, service pay is no long- 
er excluded from gross income. No 
enlisted men and very few officers 
will be required to pay an income 
tax, unless they have income from 
sources other than service pay. 

Nonresident individuals are re- 
quired to report all income from 
services performed, property own- 
ed, or business operateg within the 
State of Mississippi. Such nonresi- 
dents are allowed a part or a per- 
centage of the total exemption al- 
lowed residents. This exemption

ed by rabid more-government-in 
business bureaucrats. i 


“I think it is unfortunate,” Mr. 
Watson continued, “that a state 
that prides itself on its business 
climate and local self-government

In the 
end, it is the taxpayer who ntust 
pay the bill, because the govern- į 
ment can only give to the people 
that which it first has taken away.” 

Mr. Watson said that the project
